KNOWLEDGE, NOT INVENTIONS 


Savants Ignore Many Things 
In Review of Half Century 


Fifty years that have revolu- 
tionized scientific thinking and 
thrown open great new frontiers 
of knowledge about the universe, 
the atom and the mind of man, is 
reviewed by 11 world-ranking 
scientists in the September issue 
of “Scientific American.” 

The issue, with articles on 10 
duc- 


sciences and a general 


atomic physicist, bas been a year 
im the maki: according to Ger- 
ard Piel, publisher. The scien- 
tists were asked to sum up the 


developments of the first half of 
the 20th century and to give their 
ideas on the shape of things to 
come, Mr. Piel seid. 


Goal Is 
Knowledge 


The scientists, whose goal is 
knowledge, not inventions, give 
only casual mention to such ac- 
complishments as the automobile, 
the airplane, insulin, penicillin, 
end the atom bomb. 

Rather, they are concerned 
with the ideas which have made 
@uch things possible, most not- 
@biy the theories of Planck and 
Einstein, and with new tools 
which are being developed to 
geek out further knowledge 

For example, the electronics 
which is becoming such an im- 
portant part of American every- 
day life, is only directly men- 
tioned twice in the issue; the 
physiologist points out the im- 
portance of the electrical ampli- 
fier in making sensitive measure- 
ments of body functions, and the 
astronomer speaks of the value 
of redar in probing stellar space. 
On the other hand the influence 
of Einstein is mentioned, directly 
er indirectly, in all 10 articles. 

A striking paradox, mentioned 
by Mr. Oppenheimer in the in- 
troduction, pervades all the art- 
feles; the more highly specialized 
that scientists become, the more 
interdependent and intercon. 
nected their work seoms to be. 

Einstein's mathematics was 


proved by astrooomy and became 


the basis of a new field of phy- 
sics. A bio-chemist who is stady- 
ing the eggs of the ses-urchin 
may win knowledge of enzymes 
and vitamins that will open new 
fields to physiologists and doc- 
tors. 

Astronomy in SO years has 
changed from the charting of the 
stars and their courses to the 
study of such phenomena as in- 
terstellar dust and gases; the 
magnetic properties of the sun 
and stars, and the polarization of 
ght, according to Harlow 
Shapley, of the Harvard College 
Observatory.

Having played a bit of ball my- 
self and being keenly interested 
in Baseball, I am appealing to 
the powers that be who hold the 
destiny of baseball in the palm 
of their hand to move the Park 
up out of the flats to suitable lo- 
cation on top of the bill, The lo- 
cation of Renfrew Park is in it- 
self the prime reason the attend- 
ance is so very poor. 

I know I will not go down the 
hill to see a game as the trans- 
portation to and from the game 
is, to put it mildly, rotten. About

There are several places a ball 
park could be located, the best 
by far is immediately East of the 
Stadium.

The first week in October has 
been set aside to emphasize the 
employment of the physically 
handicapped. The fact that it is 
still necessary to talk about the 
employment of those who are 
physically handicapped shows 
that this remains a real problem 
even though so much progress 
has been made in recent years 

An enormous number of people 
have some physical handicap 
which interferes with their com- 
plete physical health. This in- 
cludes children who have been 
born with cerebral palsy (spastic 
children) or some other birth de- 
fect 

It also includes those who have 
epilepsy, an injured heart from 
rheumatic fever, and many oth- 
ers. Grown-ups who have lost a 


finger or a limb, whose vision is 
impaired or who have any one of 
a number of other physical dis- 
abilities are also included among 
the handicapped. 

Just because a person is suffer- 
ing from some physical defect 
does not mean that he or she does 
not need to earn a living. Fur- 
thermore, most people with phys- 
ical handicaps can do a good job 
if they are placed in the right 
kind of work.

In fact, some of those who are 
mildly handicapped in one way 
or another have even done well 
in certain kinds of sports! Many 
more can enjoy themselves in 
active games as has been dem-

Policemen on traffic duty may 
inhale enough poisonous carbon 
monoxide to bring on a slight 
headache and make them irrit- 
able, physiologists say. Gasoline 
engines produce carbon monox- 


ide at the rate of one cubic foot’ 


a minute per horsepower; and 
a concentration of 4,000 parts in 
every 1,000,000 parts of air, breath- 
ed for even an hour, is fatal. In 
heavy traffic, a patrolman breath- 
es an average of 100 parts in 
every 1,000,000 parts of air — 
enough to affect him, although 
not dangerously. The reddish 
tinge of his face may be caused 
in part by exposure to the 
weather, It may also be increased 
by a speed-up in the blood’s ac- 
tion to compensate for the reduc- 
ed oxygen intake occasioned by 
the presence of carbon monoride, 
or by the action of carbon mon- 
oxide on the blood’s coloring mat- 
ter, hemoglobin, intensifying its 
redness.

Slump In U.S. 
Dollar Reported 


The financial wizards are issu- 
ing ponderous explanations of 
the slump in the U.S, dollar. 
Those explanations are pretty 
hard for the layman to under- 
stand. But if we look back at 
what has happened in the past 
15 years we see this: 

Whenever the big financial in- 
terests begin to get rid of the 
money of a certain country—to 
exchange that money for gold or 
some other coyntry’s money — 
then the country from which 
the “flight” of capital occurs is 
due for some economic bumps. 

That was true of country after 
country in the 1930’s and it was 
true of Britain and 30 other 
countries at the time of the de- 
valuation of the pound sterling 
last year. 

The official year books tell us 
that “United States monetary 
stocks increased by $17,800,000,000 
from 1934 till 1949, inclusive, Dur- 
ing the same period, the total 
known new production of gold 
was worth $15,300,000,000.° 


Plowed Back 
In Kentucky 


In other words, all the+ new 
gold production, or its equiv- 
alent, found its way to the caves 
at Fort Knox, Kentucky. In ad- 
dition, two and a half billions 
were sucked out of the vaults in 
other countries and attracted into 
Uncle Sam's coffers, 

It is worth noting that the U.S, 
was a net loser of gold during 
1942, 1943, 1944 and 1945, That is 
just another way of saying that 
her total payments to the out- 
side world were greater than her 
receipts from the outside world, 
and she had to close the gap by 
hard cash—namely, gold. 

The real explanation of the 
slump in the value of the U.S. 
dollar is that the U.S.A. is again 
paying out more than she is tak- 
ing in. She is compelled to close

Need Different : 
Money Standard 


The money standard I would

I would like .to see a dollar 
always worth, say, ten loaves of 
bread or two pounds of butter, 
or half 8 bushel of wheat, or a 
fraction of all those, combined,

A-Bomb Expert of U.K. 
Is Behind Iron Curtain 


Few of the students and none 
of the professors paid much at- 
tention to the wild-haired, gang- 
ling young man in the ill-fitting 
tweed suit who arrived with @ 
scholarship to study at Cam- 
bride University 30 years ago. 

If they did, it was only to shake 
their heads at his unkempt look 
or laugh at his gutteral English, 

Within 10 years, however, this 
oddity was to be the friend and 
intimate associate of Britain's 
Atomic “Big-Five,” the possessor 
of a magnificent laboratory built 
at government expense, and a 
member of the Royal Society, 

This was Peter Kapitza, the 
man who gave Russia her Atom 
Bomb and on whom she now de- 
pends to give her victory in the 


* race tor the H-Bomb. 


Born 51 years ago, the son of a 
Tsarist general, he entered the 
Petrograd Institute of Polytech- 
nics where his fantastic devotion 
to science and his unorthodox ex- 
periments soon marked him as 
exceptional. 


Sought Aid 
Of Rutherford 


With the outbreak of the revo- 
lution, he fled to England and 
bearded Lord Rutherford—the 
pioneer in radio-activity—at his 
home, 

Wild-eyed and with words tum- 
dling out distortedly in his en- 
thusiasm, 21-year-old Kapitza per 
suaded the country’s greatest 
scientist to become his patron. 

The young Russian was soon 
working side by side with the 
greatest experimenters. 

He became friend as wel! as 
co-worker of such men as Walton, 
Blackett and Sir John Cockcroft 
(now head of Britain's Atomic 
Research team), 


Searched For 


Energy Sources 

Together they worked on the 
mew science of nuclear physics. 
Then Kapitza produced his arti- 
ficial magnetic fields on which is 
based the Atom Bomb. With his 
usual disregard for danger he 
speeded up the laboratory dyna- 
mos until he had created forces 


"¢ 
some of those who are badly de- 
formed have difficulty in getting 
good jobs.

But 
he never returned! 

Two years later, on an official 
visit, two of his one-ttime col- 
leagues in the group found him 
installed in a 
equipped laboratory a few miles 
from Moscow with a huge staff. 


Brain Behind 
Red H-Bomb 


Some say that pressure was 
brought to bear on him by 
Russia, Others that, living only 
for his work, he was enticed 
back behind the Iron Curtain 
with promises of a great labora- 
tory with every facility for con- 
tinuing his researches—money, 
men and the finest equipment. 

Little has been heard of him 
since then, During the war the 
Russian news services announced 
his election as a Hero of the 
Soviet Union. Later, he was 
awarded the Lenin Medal, high- 
est of his country’s honors.
